New­ 


berry, Mich., state hospital for the 


insane, has just returned to her home, 


after being in consultation at this 


place with Dr. A. C. Petti john, super­ 


intendent of State Hospital No. 2. and 
Mr. W. T. Cross, secretary 
of 
the 


State Board of Charities and Correc­ 


tions, regarding the establishm ent of 


training schools for attendants and 


nurses in the four state hospitals of 


Missouri. 


The boards of managers of the four 
state hospitals determined at their 
February meetings to establish such 
training school work, and in common 
I to employ Miss Sinclair to outline 
and superintend it. 
The plan is the outgrowth of a sug­ 
gestion made by the State Board of 
Charities and Corrections 
and 
this 
body will exercise general supe! vision 
over Miss Sinclair’s work. 
There are 
4.158 insane j>ersons confined in the 
four state hospitals 
and 
they 
are 
cared for by 525 attendants. 
A few unsuccessful attem pts have 
been made in the past to establish 
training schools such as exist in the 
hospitals o eastern states, but up to 
the present time very little instruction 
has been given these hospital attend­ 
ants regarding the nature of uisanity 
and the ordinary' methods of nursing. 
Miss Sinclair will return to undertake 
the work in Missouri the first of April. 
At the time of departure she said: 
“There is a fine prospect for pio­ 
neer work in improving the personnel 
of the attendant fcvce in the Mis­ 
souri hospitals. 
Your difficulty' here 
is not that the attendants’ work is 
too hard and his wages too low, for 
the eastern hospitals pay lower wages 
and require a much higher quality of 
work. 
But what you do need is to 
set a high standard of training and 
intelligence for your attendants and 
at the same time hold before them 
the prospect of long service and ad­ 
vancement if they attain that stand­ 
ard. 
A 
refined, 
intelligent 
spirit 
among the minor employes O' your 
hospitals is of first importance and 
Hie effects of it will be seen imme­ 
diately in the recovery of a greater 
number of patients.’ 
Miss Sinclair received her training 
in the hospitals of Scotland, w'hieh are 
f2mous for their efficiency in the care 
of the insane.

Wood in a certain form is a com­ 
mon and constant article of food in 
all sections of 
Siberia 
where 
the 
Yakut lives. 
North of Verohoyansk, except in a 
few sheltered valleys, there is little 
food, aside from that afforded by fish, 
than that furnished by the larch. The 
natives eat it. however, because they 
like it.
